All of the first white men who came 


into the state were seeking gold, he 
paid, except the Catholic Fathers, who 
were interested m establishing mis- 
sions. The first white people to come 
into Hempstead county, he'.said, were 
the Spanish troops led by De Soto. 
After his death these trOops crossed 
tho territory which has since been 
called Nevada and Hempstead coun- 
ties, in their quest for gold. In 1721 
it \yas. when they came as far as the 
present site of Fulton, only to turn 
back on account or the high water. 


Dixon told the story of the disap- 


pearance of Polly Davis, who lived 
with her husband near the present 
site of the bridge across the Little 
Missouri River, just this side of Mur- 
freesboro. 
The husband trapped 


throughout this section of the state. 
He made occasiona} trips to New Or- 
leans to sell his furs, or to trade them 
for provisions, On one of these trips 
his wife. Polly, disappeared, as far as 
modem historians know. They have 
never ben able to learn whether she 
had accompanied her husband on a 
trip to New Orleans and died, or was 
killed by. Indians on the way; or 


. whether she had been captured by 


Indians while he was on a trip himself. 
Historians followed the career of nor 
husband for many'years after her dis- 
appearance, but never found trace of 
her.

churches, recently returned from his 
vacation, in discussing his trip before 
his congregation, stated unequivocal- 
ly that this community is less serious- 
ly affected by the existing depression 
than any community visited by him in 
his travels of more than 2,000 miles, 
with one notable exception, this lat- 
ter case being that of a large city in 
which the federal government is at 
this time spending millions of dollars. 


Yet we have heard little discussed 


for several days other than the Huey 
Long plan for the prohibition of a 
cotton crop in 1932, the Caraway plan 
and other plans for the reduction of 
cotton acreage. Incidentally we have 
been reminded that following the war 
between the states Gorgia tried some 
such plan without, however, making 
'a notable success or in fact appre- 
ciably relieving the existing situation. 
All of which' makes us think of what 
Mark Twain said about the weather, 
to the effect that it is something about 
which much is said but little Is done. 


There's one thing which we can and 


should do: Count our blessings. It 
is certainly true that great crops of 
every kind have been raised in this 
section this year, and een though they 
have not brought good prices they 
have been produced at a minimum 
cost, and our people can look forward 
to the winter of 1931,32 with the com- 
forting assurance of plenty of food 
for themselves and feed for their live- 
stock. Not only should we be thank- 
ful for these and other obvious bless- 
ings, but before now we have exper- 
ienced blessings in disguise, and his- 
tory has been known to repeat itself. 


When the Mexican boll weevil cross- 


ed the border into Texas years ago 
and began its march of destruction 
across the cotton growing states, the 
South just knew that cotton was 
doomed. In the light of experience 
we now see that the boll weevil did 
more to tsabilize the production of 
cotton than any other agency in the 
last quarter of a century, not except- 
ing the Farmer's Alliance, the Farm- 
er's Union, or any other organization. 


If we were now looking to receive 


even lOc a pound for our cotton, let 
alone prices to Which we have become 
accustomed, what would be the atti- 
tude toward the acreage to be planted 
next year? The present crop has been 
produced at minimum cost, and it is 
only reasonable to assume that had 
this crop brought a normal price w« 
could look forward with trepidation 
to a repetition next year of the prac- 
tice of putting in a large acreage to 
cotton, to the exclusion of food and 
feed croj's which oiv our present sal- 
vation. It may easily prove trufc thai
